ORDER 

The election of respondent no. 2, Madhav Rao 
Scindia, from 03 Gwalior Parliamentary Constituen¬ 
cy is challenged by petitioner Devendra Nath Gupta 
claiming to be a nominated candidate for the said 
Parliamentary election held on 7-5-96. He alleged 
that AXE was allotted to him and rising sun "to res¬ 
pondent no. 2 as election symbol. He challenged 
the election of respondent no. 2 on the ground that 
the Election Commissioner had issued a Hand Book 
for candidates for election to the House of People 
and he lodged a complaint with the observer re¬ 
garding irregularities and misconduct with voters. He 
also sent intimation to respondent no. 3 but no action 
was taken. There was violation of rule 11.2 of 
Chapter VII Campaign period of Hand Book. He 
further alleged that elected candidate or his election 
agent committed corrupt practices as a result of which 
the Election has been materially affected. An applica¬ 
tion purporting to be u|s 81 and rule 94A of the 
Conduct of Elections Rules has been moved by res¬ 
pondent no. 2, the elected candidate, and it has been 
alleged that copy supplied was accompanied by copy 
of affidavit alleged to have been signed by the peti¬ 
tioner underl rule 94A. The affidavit referred to in 
s. 83(1) was required to be shown before the magis¬ 
trate of the first class or a notary or a Commissioner 
of Oaths. The copy of the affidavit supplied shows 
that it did not contain such a verification by the 
prescribed authority i.e. before a magistrate of the 
first class or a notary or a commissioner of oaths. 
The petition is also barred by limiation. It deserves 
to be dismissed at its theichold. 

2. The petitioner in person and the learned Coun¬ 
sel for the respondents have been heard on the preli¬ 
minary objection. learned Counsel for respondent 
no. 7 argued on preliminary objection and contended 
that the affidavit submitted along with the petition 
has not been sworn before the competent authoritv 
as provided under rule 94A ns it related to corrupt 
practices. He arcued that ids 81 of the Represen¬ 
tation of the People Act, 1951 (hereinafter refer-6d 
to as the Act) an election petition has to be presented 
to the Hieh Court within 45 davs from, but not 
cnrl'Vr than the date <ff elect,nn of the retrained 
candidate or if there are more than one returned 
candidate at the election and dates of then fdect’on 
ore different, the later of tho=e two dotes. The voli¬ 
tion has been presented after the expiry of 45 days 
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and as such it is barred by time. The learned Coun¬ 
sel for respondent no. 1 and 5 contended that the 
petition is liable to be dismissed on the ground, that 
they have been wrongly impleaded and there is no 
compliance of the law. An application has also been 
moved by the resopndents lor deleting their names. 
The petitioner, who himself angued, contended with 
respect to the argument of the learned Counsel vlor 
respondents no. 1 and 3 that they have been implea¬ 
ded on account 'of the fact that an intimation was 
given with respect to irregularities to respondent No. 3 
us well as respondent No. 1 but no action was taken. 
Hence they arc responsible tor the illegality and ; were 
impleaded as a party. In reply to the application 
moved on their behalf, the petitioner also contended 
that if it is found that respondents no. 1 and 3 are 
not necessary party, he will obey the directions of 
the Court. As far as the preliminary objection raised 
by the elected candidate respondent no. 2 in his 
application dated 15-11-96 the petitioner hied a 
written reply and contended that the affidavit has 
been sworn before D. L. Jain, Oaths Commissioner 
Gwalior who had put his signatures and as such it 
was in accordance with tire law. The objection is 
incorrect. So far as the argument relating to limita¬ 
tion he contended that the Registry was closed upto 

23- 6-96 due to summer vacation and it reopened on 

24- 6-96 and on that very day the election petition 
was presented at Gwalior and the security amount of 
Rs. 2,000 was also deposited at Gwalior by the order 
of Registrar vide Receipt No. 8026 and the Receipt 
was issued on 24-6-96 by the Cashier. Subsequently 
the petition was returned to him for presentation at 
jabalpur (Main Seat) of the High Court. All appli¬ 
cation for permission to deposit the security amount 
was allowed by the concerned officer on 24-6-96 
which was the part and parcel of the election peti¬ 
tion as such the petition along with an application for. 
entertainment of the election petition was preferred 
at Main Seat of the High Court of M.P. at Jabalpur. 
The Act did not provide that the petition was to be 
presented at the main scat. It was, therefore, within 
time. 


3- I have considered the contentions raised by the 
parties before me referred to above. The first ques¬ 
tion that needs consideration is the question of limita¬ 
tion. Under section 81 of the Act a petition has to 
be presented by any candidate or any elector within 
45 days from, but not earlier than the date of election 
of the returned candidate or if there are more than 
one returned candidate at the election and dates of 
their election are different, the later of those iwo 
dates. There is no dispute between the parties that 
the election had taken place on 7-5-96 and the result 
was declared on 10-5-96. The scheme of the special 
law shows that the provisions of section 4 to 24 of 
the Limitation Act do not apply. It has, however, 
been held that when the Court is closed on the last 
dav of limitation even though section 4 of the Limi¬ 
tation Act will not apply, section 10 of the General 
Clauses Act. 1897, will apnlv. In this way the 
oettiion filed on the next opening day will be within 
limitation, vide Hukum Dev Narrnn Yadav v. Lalit 
Narnia Mishra ( ATR 1974 SC 480V Tt cannot be 
doubted that s.83(l) is mandatory. Thus, an elec¬ 
tion petition has to be presented within the period 


provided therein. A perusal of rule 4 of the Rules 
Kciatmg to election Petitions, Chapter VIA oi tfie 
M.P. High, c ourt Mammal provides tnat every election 
petition shall contain sufficient and clear particular 
to show how it has been filed within the period of 
limitation prescribed by section 81 ot the Represen¬ 
tation of tne People Act, 1951. i am conscious of 
the fact there is rule 9 contained in fire same Chapter 
which provides that Rules of High Court apply in so 
far as they are not inconsistent with the R.P. Act or 
rules made thereunder or the Civil Procedure Code. 
There is nothing to my knowledge nor it has been 
shown that there is anything inconsistent in this rule 
with the Act or rules made thereunder or the C.P.C. 
Thus, it was mandatory for the petitioner to have 
mentioned in the petition itself sufficient and clear 
particulars to show how the petition was filed within 
the period of limitation. A perusal of the petition 
goes to show that there is no such averments in the 
petition. The Additional Registrar at Jnbaipuri had 
also made a specific note in this regard. If the period 
is calculated the petition which was presented on 

25-6-96 was clearly barred by time. The petitioner 
contended ibut he had filed the petition at this Bench 
of the High Court and was permitted by the Registry 
to deposit the security amount and he did deposit the 
security amount on 24-6-96. The petition was how¬ 
ever, returned for being presented at Jabalpur and 
as such the petition which was presented on 25-6-96 
at Jabalpur was within time. This contention of the 
petitioner falls on the ground for two reasons, Firstly 
there is no averment in the petition in this regard as 
required by rule 4 which was necessary. Secondly, 
section 117(1) of the Act provides that at the time 
of presenting an election petition the petitioner shall 
deposit in the High Court in accordance with the 
Rules of the High Court a sum of two thusand rupees 
as security for the costs of the petition. It, therefore, 
clearly shows that the amount has to be deposited in 
the High Court, Rule 5 of the Rules Relating to Elec¬ 
tion Petitions, Chapter VII of the High Court Rules 
requires that every petition shall be accompanied by 
a receipt signed by the cashier of the Court where 
the amount had been deposited in accordance with 
the rules of the High Court. Rule 6 provides that the 
petition has to be presented during the Court hours 
to the Deputy Registrar (Judicial)" at Jabalpur. It, 
therefore, presupposes that the amount of security had 
to be deposited with the Deputy Registrar (Judicial) 
at Jabalpuil, The petitioner drew my attention to the 
application filed by him in this Bench which shows 
an endorsement to the following effect: 

“Cashier 

Sd, V. B. Singh 
24-6-96“ 

It also shows that on 24-6-96 a sum of Rs. 2000]- 
was deposited at Gwalior. There is nothing on re¬ 
cord to show to which authority had made "that en¬ 
dorsement. There is also nothing on record to show 
that the election petition was presented at Gwalior,.. 
The contention of the petitioner is that pp. did present,, 
the petition at Gwalior which was returned to,him for. 
being presented pt Jabnlpur and no -endorsement was. 
made, (hereon, by. the Registrar,. In this.connection it 
may,be,-noticed that there, is nothing to. show,that the 
afo/resaid..indorsement .was made,by apy corupetenf 
authority. Thus, the deposit of the amount made by 
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the petitioner can hardly be said to be a valid de¬ 
posit. Even if, for the sake of argument, it is taken 
as a valid deposit, in that case too it cannot be taken 
to be sufficient to hold that the election petition was 
presented on the same day at this Bench in the absence 
of any material on record. Assuming for the sake of 
argument that the petition was piescribed at Gwalior, 
in that case too, it cannot be taken to be a valid 
presentation because rule 6(1) specifically provides 
that every election petition complete in all respects 
has to be presented during the Court hours to the 
Deputy Registrar (Judicial) at Jabalpur. Consequen¬ 
tly presentation if at all at Gwalior at this Bench 
cannot be said to be presentation in accordance with 
the rules. Thus, it is. clear that the petitioner presen¬ 
ted the petition before the Additional Registrar at 
Jabalpur on 25-6-96 i.e. beyond the period of limia- 
tion. I have already said above that the provisions 
of s.81 are mandatory. Thus, the election petition 
was not presented in accordance with the law within 
the prescribed period of limitation it has to be held 
that it was barred by time. I, therefore, hold accor¬ 
dingly. 

4. I now come to the objection of the learned 
Counsel for respondent no. 1 and 3. He urged that 
section 82 of the Act provides who have to be joined 
as respondents and unden this provision there are two 
clauses which provide as to who have to be joined as 
respondents. In none of the clauses respondent no. 1 
and 3 could be joined in the petition as a respondent. 
He, therefore, contended that the petition is not in 
conformity of s.82 as such it is liable to be dismissed 
Respondents 1 and 3 have been improperly and ille¬ 
gally impleaded. The petitioner in his argument has 
not said anything in this regard but he has mentioned 
in para 1 of the grounds taat they were impleaded 
because they were responsible for illegality. The law 
does not provide the impleadment of respondent no. 1 
and 3 as a party in an election petition as shown 
above. Consequently, the petition is not in com¬ 
pliance with section 82 of the Act. The impleadment 
of respondents no. 1 and 3 is wholly illegal and im¬ 
proper. The petition deserves to be dismissed so far 
as respondents No. 1 and 3 are concerned on the 
ground as well apart from the ground of limitation. 

5. Learned Counsel for respondent no. 2 vehemen¬ 
tly contended that the petition is based on corrupt 
practices as claimed by the petitioner himself and the 
affidavit filed with the petition is not in accordance 
with the provisions of rule 94A and Form 25. A 
perusal of the election petition shows that the peti¬ 
tioner challenged the election on account of irregula¬ 
rities and misconduct with voters with respect to that 
he had given intimaion as well as violation of rule 
11.2 of Chapter VII of Election Hand Book. Tn 
para 5 of the petition he specifically stated that on 
account of corrupt practices stated above had been 
committed by the elected candidate or his election 
agent the result of the election had been materially 
affected. Thus, according to the petitioner himself 
the grounds alleged by him constitute corrupt prac¬ 
tices. The question as to whether) these allegations 
constitute corrupt practices need not be none -at this 
s*aee because proviso to section 83(13(c) reamres 
the filing of an affidavit where the petitioner alleges.

any corrupt practices. As the petitioner has alleged 
corrupt practices inspite of the fact that they' may 
or may not be included within the definition ot corrupt 
practices, it was mandatory for him to have filed 
an affidavit in the prescribed form in support of the 
allegations of corrupt practices and particulars there¬ 
of. A perusal of tfic affidavit filed by tfic petitioner 
along witfi the petition shows that at the end of the 
petmon a seal of the Deputy Registrar of this 
oench was affixed though it has not been signed. 
At the back of the last page there is a seal and it 
is not decipherable as to who was the authority who 
verified. No doubt, in the margin ot the first page 
it appears that there is a seal of one D. L. Jain, 
Oatns Commissioner, Gwalior. It may, therefore, 
be taken that it was verified before the Oaths Com¬ 
missioner. Thus, in this way one part of rule 94A 
appears to have been complied witn. Now it we look 
to Form 25 of the Conduct of Electrons Rules, we 
find that it provides a form in which an affidavit has 
to be sworn. The affidavit filed along with the peti¬ 
tion by the petitioner 1 can in no case be said to be in 
conformity with this form. It simply requires that 
the petitioner must state on oath about corrupt prac¬ 
tices as to which were true to his knowledge and 
which were true to his information. The petitioner 
instead of complying wi'h this form has mentioned 
practically ihc entire petition in this affidavit without 
specifying as to which part of corrupt practices was 
sworn to his knowledge and which part was sworn on 
the basis of his information. Verification shows that 
.he had verified the affidavit para 1 to 3 (facts) and 
para 1 to 6 (grounds) as true and correct to his 
knowledge, based on documents and law. This can 
in no case be said to be in conformity with the form. 
In view of the latest pronouncement of the Apex 
Court reported in ATR 1996 SC 1691 (Dr. Shiprav. 
Shantilal Khoiwal), sections 81, 83 (1) (c) and 86 
read with rule 94A and Form 25 are to be read con¬ 
jointly as an integral scheme. It has also been held 
that if the Court finds on an objection being raised 
by the returned candidate as to the maintainability 
of the election petition, the Court is required to go 
into the question and decide the preliminary objec¬ 
tion- If the Court upholds the preliminary objection, 
the election petition has to be dismissed at the 
threshold. I have already shown above that the affi¬ 
davit filed by the petitioner* is not in conformity of 
Form 25 which has to be read conjointly with sec¬ 
tions 81, 83(1) (c) and 86 of the Act. It has also 
been found above that the petition is not in confor¬ 
mity with s.82 of the Act because respondent no. 1 
and 3 have been improperly and illegally joined. In 
this view of the matter also the petition deserves dis¬ 
missal at the threshold. 


6 . From what has been said above, I hold that 
the present petition is liable to ire dismissed. It is 
accordingly dismissed but without costs under the 
circumstances of the case.
